No one is letting the exterminator into their unit to 
allow extermination services to be performed. 


As a result, please be advised of the following: 


Effective immediately, Management will enforce 
the following actions; 


A. Those apartments not regularly participating in 
the Pest Control Program will be identified and 
have the appropriate notices entered into their 
rental file. This will adversely (negatively) effect 
their ability to: 


|. Enter into a payment plan arrangements 
for past due monies owed to the landlord. 
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2. Apply for a transfer to another NCC Site. 


3. Relocate to another apartment within 
Douglass Harrison. 

4. To be recognized as a good tenant and 
neighbor. Being a noncooperative tenant 
will be brought to the attention of the 

judge when any legal activity is instigated 

. against you. 

B. Not regularly allowing Pest Control Services to 
be performed within your unit is a violation of your 
lease as your failure to cooperate will contribute to or 
cause the landlord to be unable to control insect and/ 
or rodent infestations within the site. Keeping your 
unit clean and safe includes control of insects and 
vermin. 
Remember, no appointment is necessary. All you 
have to do is to be home on the 2nd Tuesday of the 
month between the hours of 9:00am and 5:00pm. 


"CRACKDOWN!!"
